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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Applicant's remarks and amendments filed on March 1 1 , 2008, have been carefully 
considered. Claims 1-3 and 13-16 are pending in the application. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

2. All previous rejections have been withdrawn in view of the Applicant's persuasive 
arguments and claim amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 13-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a method of wedge bonding wires with a reversible bonding 
tool. 

US 3,813,006 Holze Jr et al teaches a tool with replaceable wedge bonding tips, but 
Holze does not teach the two-ended shank necessary to accommodate a tip at either end. Nor 
does Holze teach the capillary bore that would be necessary with a bonding tip at each end. 

US 3,627,192 Killingsworth and US 5,702,049 Biggs et al teach a tungsten-carbide shank 
and a transducer binding aluminum or gold wires, respectively, but neither teach the two-ended 
wedge bonding tool, nor make up for the deficiencies in Holze.
